How  to  Grow  Blue¬ 
berries  Successfully 

Plant  them  in  rows,  in  clumps  on  the 
lawn  or  in  the  shrubbery  border.  A  hedge 
of  Blueberries  is  both  profitable  and  orna¬ 
mental,  a  delight  to  look  upon  and  to  care 
for.  Choose  a  moist  piece  of  ground  easily 
supplied  with  water  during  the  dry  summer 
months.  Plant  in  full  sun  if  possible;  they 
will  also  do  well  in  partial  shade. 

As  the  Blueberry  roots  are  distributed 
under  the  surface  of  the  soil,  cultivation 
should  be  very  shallow,  not  over  2  inches 
deep,  so  as  to  leave  the  roots  undisturbed. 


KEEPING  SOIL  ACID 

lo  have  Blueberries  at  their  best,  the 
acidity  of  the  soil  should  be  maintained  by 
mulching  liberally  with  partly  decayed 
leaves  or  with  ordinary  commercial  peat 
moss,  or  a  mixture  of  both  is  excellent  to 
condition  the  soil,  keep  down  weeds  and 
prevent  evaporation  of  the  moisture  so 
necessary  for  proper  growth  of  these  new 
Blueberries.  Do  not  remove  this  mulch,  let 
it  remain  around  the  plant  throughout  the 
year. 

ALL  PLANTS  BALLED  AND  BURLAPPED 

All  plants  come  to  you  Balled  and  Burlapped  for 
safety.  This  is  most  important,  as  Blueberry  roots 
are  tender,  and  must  not  be  broken  or  exposed  to  the 
air.  "Sure  to  grow"  plants  are  always  Balled  and 
Burlapped.

Grows  to  a  height  of  41/2  feet;  dense,  flat 
top,  very  ornamental.  Berries  delicious,  very 
sweet,  clear  blue  color.  Early  bearer. 

PIONEER 

Grows  to  5  feet;  loose  branches  like  a  lilac; 
large,  slightly  flattened  berries  in  elongated 
clusters;  a  good  cropper,  delicious,  and  good 
blue  color.  Comes  into  bearing  after  Cabot. 

RUBEL 

Late  bearer,  will  attain  a  height  of  7  feet  if 
allowed  its  own  way;  should  be  kept  to  6  feet 
to  facilitate  picking;  bears  large  quantities  of 
very  fine,  slightly  acid  berries;  the  best  com¬ 
mercial  variety  so  far  developed. 

CONCORD 

Growing  habit  very  much  like  Pioneer,  berries 
largest  of  any  so  far  developed.  We  also  have  a 
limited  number  of  Jersey  and  Rancocas  for  dis¬ 
tribution  this  season.  Growing  habits  almost 
the  same  as  Concord.  Last  three  varieties  not 
considered  as  very  heavy  bearers.  We  include 
one  of  either  variety  in  garden  lots  of  1 0  or 
more  plants  if  specified.

No  pruning  is  required  the  first  year, 
and  little  or  none  the  second  year.  Be 
sure  to  pull  off  all  blossoms  the  first 
two  years  on  two  smallest  sizes. 

The  third  year,  take  out  weak  and 
small  growth  near  the  ground.  Let  the 
plants  bear  some  fruit  but  not  too 
much.  This  can  be  regulated  by  prun¬ 
ing. 

In  following  years,  thin  out  old  and 
weak  growth  so  the  plants  do  not  over¬ 
bear.  The  varieties  Pioneer  and  Cabot 
will  need  heavier  pruning  than  Rubel.
